“Tete ow: a Fittls “more, than six’ weeks 
since General Xuon Shih-Wai took over 
tho. scats of the Governor's office, and” it 
is quite timo that some account of . his 
stawardship during that péried should be 
rendered. Just before his predecessor left, 
he behcaded three head ‘ Boxors,’ whe had 
been. for porhaps two months in prison, 
often examined and torturod. Their heads 
were duly disposed at the scone of their 


piratical exploits ; but, so far as one ia able 
to perceive, tho effect upan the * Boxer’ 
movement has beon -less than uetling in 


thy way uf deterring from action, although 
it has probably dono something toward 
exasperating ‘others. Tho. departing 
Governor, while known as one who was 
highly friondly in all practical ways to tho 
rising against foreigners, left.as a logacy 
some ateongly-worded proclinations, ona 
of which gave @ definite limit of five days 
within which ‘all persons wore to cease tu 
prosecute the * Boxer’ business i any of 
its branchesand industries, such ag leoting, 
burning and killing, under pain of being 
treated as robbers-and rebels thereafter. 
Tho expiration of these daya of grace 
witnessed not the slightest alteration in the 
conditions. Aparently no one paid any 
attention whatever to the notice, and 
ny .one paid xny regard to the fact 
that thu iotico was disregarded. Lator, 
Governor Yuan, the various Tsot’nis and 
the military officors issued proclamationsstill 
tnore strongly worded, of which the opening 
sentences at times conveyed tho gist ina 
singlo phrase, hy meutioning that tho T Ho 
Chiian is of the same origin and destiny na 
the White Lily Soct, to be exterminated at 
sight. Fora time there was a great deal 
of activity in the. mevemont of troops, al- 
though it was noticeable from the first that 
no particular weight seemed anywhere to 
be paid to the fuct that so many thousand 
foreign-drilled soldier. had suddenly come 
upon the scons. [twas everywhere oxpect- 
iguers, who knew 
more about the character aud_antecedents 
of Genoval Yuan than most Chinas, that 
his rule would bo simply a repetition. of 
the.ono beforo him. In this it was 
the furcignera who were mistaken, and not 
the Boxers und their friends. Not to ro- 
capitulate tho dismal steps of this weary 
period, it muy suffice to say that Yuon had 
barely got into his sent, and Yii lad just 
reached Peking, when the Governor (as 
was afterwards known) reocived a Seeret 
Edict of the «nme general tenor ay a public 
one o fow days Int This exhorted- bim 
to restore quiet to the distracted province, 
but he was not to arrest in init 
nor to confound the good militia with the 
naughty and objectionable ‘Boxers.’ All| 
Chincso understand by ‘immediate int 
tion’ what such orders mean, aud. the sub- 


nya, 


stance of what was to them * between tho 
lines’ was greatly.in excess of the contents 
of thy lines themeclves, ‘This is one of the 
lethal weapons of the use of which the 
Chinese are past masters, while tho 
poor foreigner is nut improbably quite 
ata loss tu know what there is wrony 
with a document so harmless, 
HOW NOT TO Do IT. 

The methnd adopted of dyaling with the 
leaders of tho innumerable raids which bave 
been made upon native Chr.stinns is an exe 
cellent sample of the true way nutto do 
anything, A-ter the rigorous proclamntions 
tu which reference hasbeen tade, tho next 
step onght to have been to employ the re- 
gular soldiers in capturing at onco, and as 
nearly as possible stmultaneutrly, elf those 
who had been leaders on any considerablo 
sesle, If there were any mistake made in 
identity, or in the trutly of ulteged facts, 
subsequent investigation would huve casily 
put things right Had this step been taken 
uniformly n every couuty with prompt 
impartiniity, and with what air of resolute 
determination of which the Chinese sro 


such excellent judges when they meet it, 
it ig safe to say that tho lust of the Boxer 
moventent would have been already seen 
Tho xetual methods fullowed were as une 
like these as possible. Wher complaints 
werk unde with specific allegitions, the 
orders wero apparently never given — to 
make arrests, or if sv the Jucal officials 
failed tu da so in the greatmajority of cases. 
Then’ when arrests had boen made, 
it was by no means cortain that. a sullitiena 
number of ‘yentry’ might not succeod 
in. bailing out any reftian whom they 
pleased tu favour, leaving him. virtually at 
liberty to do as he chooses in future, , Itis 
superfluous to remark that tho visible 
failureo to enforeoy the laws in ono 
such ease, dues more to throw discredit 
upon the whole business of  goverm- 
ing the people than ull tho ordinsry mis- 
carriages of justico in tho course of af, 
year. During all the numerous difficul- 
ties which Chinn haa had, with foreign 
countries within the past twenty years, no 
foreigner remembers h time when the or- 
dinary Chinese cither comprehended: the 
situation, or indeed took any interest in 
it, excupt in the most yenenl way. Thou- 
sands and tons of thousands never knew 
how the war with Japan tarnel out, and 
not many of those who were aware of the 
defeat of Chins cared a chop-stick for tho 
humiliation of their country, Their dntisa 
attitude from start to finish was aptly 
condensed inte a sentence uf five-words, by 
a Tivatsin coolio whose mistress was 50. 
oyercome by tho intelligence of the battle 
of the Yalu River, that she proceedud to- 
communicate tha news to her retainer, 
telling him how iany ships had. been 
gunk, uod how’ tho Chineso navy was 
virtually oxtingnished. Hvulistened atten- 
tively, and, after .2 spomont’s “thought 
roplied : ‘Phey wero’nt my boats ?'

Tho 
British people generally seem, under the 
inipression that no man cxo-bave an opinion 
worth anything till approaching the three- 
acove years and ten; and instead of our 
ordnance committees and. the like being 
advised by men in the prime of Iife, 
aay, between forty und fifty, the decisive 
Yoice is usually that of someone who 
nay have been an excellent officer twenty 
years previously, but who is ny longer able 
to appreciate now ideas. ‘Lhe usual argue 
wont has been that Uae British infantryman 
cannot be trusted, If viven « breechtoader 
ho would, they asserted, fire offammmnition 
in the most reckless fashion, and it was not 
until othér nations had shown us the way, 
that we, the chief mechanical nation in 
Burope, were allowed by our advisers to 
provide our soldiers with an ap-tu-date 
tiflo.
